Unofficial, but at the same time, 
thoroughly reliable advices have been 
received from Vancouver that the 
British Columbia lumber manufactur- 
ers have decided: to advance the ~ 
of lumber n. The Mountain Lum- 
bermen’s anufacturing Association 
here decided to make the following 
advances :— 

Dimension timber and. boards, ad- 
vance $2 per thousand feet; ship-lap, 
advance to $2 per thousand feet. 

The British Columbia Lumber and 
Shingle Manufacturers’ Association 
have also given notice of an advance 
of 90 cents a square on shingles. 

Similar advices have been scent to 
all the retail lumbermen in the city 
who will. from this date ‘purchase on 
the new list.

portation problems of the west The 
Rardest criticisms, however, come 
from the east, where the people are 
not at a'l familiar with conditions 
that prevail in the west and it 18 


in a certain measure the purpose of 
ascertaining what is wrong that I am 
now in the west upon the orders of 
the Railway Commission, The diffi- 
culties at the present time seem to 
be confined more particularly to one 
road. my reasons for so saying being 
based on the fact that the complaints 
are confined almost entirely to the 
lines of the Canadian Northern Rail- 
way. 

Short-sighted Policy of C.N.R. 

There may be difficulties which re- 
quire adjustment upon the lines of 
the Canadian Paeific Railway, but in 
the absence of specific complaints I 
am not called upon to investigate 
transportation upon that line as yet. 
After investigating and seriously con- 
sidering transportation problems on 
the Canadian Northern Railway IT am 
compelled to admit that the policy of 
the management of that company has 
been short sighted indeed . They have 
continued to construct new lines be- 
yond their capacity to operate. with- 
drawing the power and care so much 
needed in the older settlements to 
construct new lines to serve a few, 
while many are suffering
